The 
jury retired and returned a ver- 
dict of “not guilty, on the grounds 
of insanity.” Accordingly the 
prisoner -.wagz . technically - dis- 
charged, but he was removed to 
an asylum for permanent con- 
finement.

The McNaghten case is inter- 
cating to us in another aspect. 
The ‘prisoner was, it fs true, 
cautioned that anything he 
might say could be used in evid- 
ence nt his trial, and the inspec- 
tor ‘then proceeded to question 
him. Great Britain is the only 
country in the world, I belleve, 
where the police are forbidden 
to question accused . persons 
after they have decided to pro- 
accute them. The restriction 
was made in the interest of fair 
play to the accused, but it is apt 
to prove a fatal bar to the 
administration of justice.

Dear Sir,—It is indeed terrible 
to acc the increasing number of 
deaths from pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis reported by the local: Health 
authorities pertodicully, This is 
partly, if not largely, due to the 
overcrowding by tenants in many 
varts of the Colony. One can only 
too plainly notice the stifling sir 
and smell when visiting the most 
congested arcas of the city, especi- 
ally in hot weather. Because dver- 
crowding is the simple way out of 
the difficulty it is often overlooked 
by the great majority of people. 
As a matter of fact it is contradice 
tory to the laws of health in every 
respect.
